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DESCRIPTION OF MATER AL 


The Oberaar Dam is a concrete, gravity-type dam. It supplies power for 
Zurich and supplements the nearer power dams. The dam's lake is produeed when 
the glacier melts during the summer months and the water is eollected there. 
Construction on the Obersar Dam was started in 1950. Work can be done on it 
for only three months of the year. It was nearly complete in the summer of 
1953. All cement and other construction materials are brought to the site of 


the dam by cable railroad; there is no overland freight transportation to the 
area.
